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that dependent claim 107 be allowed based on the limitations of its parent claim 90 and not based 
on the additional limitations in claim 107. 

The objection to allowable claims 95-97, 102. and 109 

The Examinerindicatedthatclaims 95-97, 102, and 109 were objected to but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening clai ms. Withdrawal of the obj ecti on to these al lowable c lai m s i s requested 
since, as discussed above, the claims upon which they depend are believed to be allowable. 

Conclusion 

The final rejection based on Section 102(b) should be withdrawn because De La Huerga 
does not disclose the subject matter set forth in independent claim 90 upon which of the 
remaining pending claims depend, nor does De La Huerga disclose the additional subject matter 
set forth in dependent claims 93, 98-99, 1 1 1 and 1 14- 1 1 5. 

This response is being submitted within two months of the mailing of the final rejection 
and requests an advisory action.
